Rev. S. B. Moore Answers Criticism? 
on His Recent Sermons. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

My attention has been called to a eriti- 
ciem of a recent sermon of mine in your 
issue of Aug. 30 by some one signing him- 
self ‘“‘Reform Headquarters.” The criti- 
cism was oracular, and meant to be erush- 
ing in its nature. 1 suppose 1 should not 
dared open my mouth on the sub- 
ject of “labor and capital’ without having 
applied to “Reform Headquarters" for in- 
struction, and also permission to speak. 
To think and act for one's self is the 
greatest of all crimes in the eyes of cer- 
tain would-be leaders, who swell with au- 
thority as they move about “headquart- 
nll which often exists only in imagina- 
ion. 

if, as the gentleman claims, I am incor- 
rect in every statement made in the sermon 
referred to, a Httle proof would have n 
in order. Until something more than his 
mere statement is furnished I shall stil 
maintain not Qnly that my reference to 
Socialists is correct, but that every other 
peatind taken in the sermon is correct 
also. 

My reference to Socialism was this: Cer- 
tain Soctalists advocate a “redistribution 
of property’ as a solution of the difficulties 
now existing between labor and capital. 
Webster defines socialism as follows: “A 
theory or system of social reform which 
contemplates a complete reconstruction of 
society, with a more just and equitable 
distribution of property and labor. In 
popular usage the term is often employed 
to Indicate any lawless, revolutionary 
social scheme.’ H. M. Hyndman, tn the 
article on socialism in Johnson’ Cyclopedia, 
Says: “There have been various schools 
of Socialists.’ This, my eritic, with all 
his wisdom, does not seem to realize. They 
range in theory all the way from commun- 
ism to anarchism. My sermon evidently 
struck a tender spot, as letters and papers 
regarding it have been pouring in upon 
me ata lively rate ever since. One writer 
claims that the dividing up of property 
equally among the people would simply 
be a wreaking of vengeance upon the rich. 
There are hundreds of persons tin this coun- 
try who entertain the same idea, and stand 
ready to pit it into practice whenever 
they dare do so. It was this type of so- 
cialism I condemned, and shall continue 
to condemn regardless of Mr. Bellamy and 
Mr. “‘Reform Headquarters.” am a 
friend to the peor man and want to warn 
him against the rofessional agitator who 
spends his time in stirring up strife and 
ill-will, A gentleman said to me a few 
davs ago: “I was tn the employ of the 
street car company and satisfied with my 
wages, but the leaders told us that if we. 
would strike we would better our condition, 
I went out along with others, and instead 
of bettering my condition I have not done 
a lick of work since May 4." This man is 
the head of a large family. There are 
mayjy others who can tell a similar stoty 
to his, and my heart goes out In sympathy 
to everv one of them and their famillles. 
Llow long are such leaders to be followed? 
I would like Mr. “‘Reform Headquarters” 
to tell me the meaning of the banner car- 
ried in the parade last Monday which read: 
“Give us our daily bread. or we'll take 
it?"’ Is that the declaration of soclallem? 
If not what is ft? 

I'ntil convinced of my error I shall cone 
tinue to advocate the doctrines of him who 
came to inaugurate a refgn of “peace and 
goodwill among men.”

Conditions of the Lease Which Will 
Result in a Gigantic Combine Pre- 
sented for Consideration by 
a Practical Shoe Man. 


(Chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee of Commercial Trav- 
elers, makes public, in the following, an ex- 
act copy of two sections of the lease which 
tie United Machinery © asking shoe 
manufacturers to sign

in the Post-Dispatch, presented a 
of the lease, which, speaking practi 
shoe salesman and manufacturer, he 
places the shoe manufacturers absolutel, 
in the hands of the machinery tr 
and forecasts the formation of Ralitic 
shoe machinery, manufacturing and 
tanning trus:.

Jease, verbatim, in 

To the Post-Dispatch, Mr. Jump said: 

“As an Illustration of what a monopols 
will do when it finds that it has the reins in 
its own hands, ! cited, in my previous inter- 
view the fact that this trust had issued a 
new lease to be signed by all the shoe 
manufacturers in the United States. 1 
all the manufacturers in the United States, 
because there are none who are not now at 
the mercy of this monopoly. 

“I made some statements concerning this 
lease, which to the people who are not used 
to the methods of full-grown monopolies, 
may seem absurd or improbable, and in or- 
der to convince such people that I am not 
exagKcerating in any particular I desire to 
quote in full at least two sections of this 
lease which seem more obnoxious than the 
others. Section % is foliows: 

" *The lessee shall at 

nse, keep the seid machinery in good 
erent working order and condition, and shall 
obtain from the lessur, e lueively., and shal! 
pay therefor at the regular prices, from time itv 
time establixhed by the lessor, all the duplicate 
ris, extras, devices and mechanism of evers 
ind needed or used in operatiog, repairing or re 
mewing the said machinery; and the lessee shal] 
not otherwise make or allow to be made any ad- 
dition, enbtraction or alteration to, from. or in 
sald machinery without the consent in writing of 
the lessor, nor interfere with the proper opera- 
tion of the same. The lessee shall not permit any 
ene to injure or deface oT remove any plate, of 
Gates, numbers, or other InseTiptions now or 
bereafter impressed on or affixed to the sald ma- 
chinery by the lessor. The shall use the 
said grow gf to its full capacity so far as th: 
mumber and kind of boots and shoes made in his 
factory will rmit, except that the lessee agrees 
that the said mac hinery shall not be used in the 
Manufacture of any boots and shoes which are 
lasted on machines other than those leased from 
the lessor, or any welted boots or shoes which are 
not welted and stitched on welt sewing and sole 
Silitching machines leased from the lessor, or turn 
Shoes the soles of which are not attached by turn 
@ening machines leased from the lessor. In case 
the lessee has more work of the kind which can 
be trformed by any of the machines belonging 
to the metallic department of the lessor than the 
<epacity of the metallic machinery which he has 
Urder lease from the lessor will permit, then the 
lessee shall either take from the lessor, under a 
like lease and agreement, sufficient additional me 
chinery to perform the work, or tn case the lessee 
docs not thus lease additional metallic machinerr 
from the lessor, then the lessor may, if it so 
elects, cancel forthwith this lease and any atber 
lease of the metallic machinery then in force bhe- 
tween the lessor and the lessee, whetber as the 
result of assignment or otherwise The lessee 
eball pay all taxes and assessments which mary 
be lev in respect to the sald machinery. or in 
fespect to this lease and license or the right to 

Fments bereunder upon Whomsvever asseased. 

e lessee shall at bis own expense insure against 
loss by fire and keep insured to the full value 
thereof the sald machinery. and in case of lose 
Shall pay forthwith to the lessor a sum equal to 
the full amount of the loss occasioned to the

Il am sorry that space forbids me to 
uote entire tease, as there is food for 
thought and reflection in every section of 
it. Section 8 Is as follows: 

“*The lessee admits the validity of each and 
@very one of the Ictters patent of the United States 
owned by the lessor or under which {it i: licensed. 
eauy of the tnveptions which are or hereafter mas 
be embeiied in the said machiners The lessee 
also agrees that he will not directly or indireet 5 
infringe or contest the validit 5 of. or the title 
of the ‘ersor to. any of the patents referred to 
in the “Schedule of Patents’’ bereto anpexed. and 
that he shall be forever etonned from so doturg 
The termination or cessor of this lease and 1}- 
cense from any canse whate.er shall not 
way affect the provie'ons of this clause.

“Another clause which is interesting is 
contained in section 6, which provides that 
this lease and license shail continue unless 
sooner tetminated bv the lessor because of 
breath thereof on the part of the lessee or 
otherwise as herein provided, for seventeen 
years from date hereof. 

“By the term of this lease the helpless 
manufacturer of shoes in the United States 
binds himeelf for seventeen years asa slave 
to the United Machinery Cvo., monopolists 
of all the shoe machinery in the United 
States. He agrees that he will use only the 
machinery made and sold by them; that hi 
will pay ali taxes on same; that he will in- 
@ure it «gainst loss by fire or otherwise, 
and that he will finaliy hand it back on 
demand «f the lessor in as good condition 
aa he received it. 

“He agrees not only to buy the original 
machinery from the United Machinery Co., 
or rather to pav full value for it. and re- 
celve merely the right of a lessee, but ne 
also Agrees to buy all pirts and mechan- 
jam necessary for the operation of this ma- 
chinery at whatever price the United Ma- 
chinery Co. may see tit to place’ on it 
a time to time. tic absolutely signs 

ay his right for seventeen years to make 
aete and shoes, in whole or in parts, upon 
achinery made by any other company, and 

e also agrees to waive his rights to contest 
the validity of all the patents which are 
mow alieged to be in force by the United 
Company, or may hereafter be put in force 
by them. 

“There is absolutely not one clause. 
gentence or one word in this entire 
which is anywise in favor of the lessee 
rights are reserved by the lessor, and if 
the lessee does not like it he is put to the 
alternative of making shoes without 
chinery. I have said that this is a direct 
thrust at honest competition in the inven- 
tion and manufacture and sale of shoe ma- 
chinery, and if the clauses quoted do not 

eubstantiate my assertion, it is impossible 
for me to understand the English language. 

“After these leases are signed, and the 
ehoe manufacturers of this country 
their heads in the lion’s mouth, how 
will it be before the next logical step is 
taken—namely, the formation of a gigantic 
trust which shall include not only the shoe 
machinery but the shoe manufacturers, as 
well as tanners and leather dealers of the 
country.

THE OUTLOOK IS PROMISING. 


PALACES ON A_ CORNFIELD. 


Renting Was Never Better—Agents’ 
Reports of Sales—Leading Trans- 
fers of the Week. 


Although the middle of September has 
come there is no perceptible improvement 
in the real estate market, and some of the 
agents say that they have never known it 
to be duller than it is now. 


The temperature has 
this.

SHORT COVERING AND HIGHER 
CABLES HELPED WHEAT. 


GOVERNMENT REPORT BULLISH. 


Following the Report the Wheat Mar- 
ket Advanced Rapidly and Fnally 
Closed Strong. 


Short covering and a better tone to for- 
eign markets was largely responsible for 
improved prices in the markets of this 
country during the past week. 

Foreign markets were not inclined to be 
greatly influenced by the figures in Ameri- 
can markets, and with the slightest encour- 
agement the spread widened. 

There was considerabk buying for for- 
eign account at times and the export de- 
mand showed a decided improvement over 
that of the week before, even the local 
market doing sdDme direct selling. 

The government crop report issued during 
the week was somewhat bullish. The early 
figures of statisticians lent the idea that 
the report would be decidedly bearish. 

Following the report the wheat market 
showed some strength, advancing rapidly, 
but most of this gain was later lost on 
free selling by the longs. The final spurts 
came on short covering. 

Traders are now quite bullish in 
views, expecting decided advances 
the end of the present futures. 
this opinion are iarge receipts anda fall- 
ing om of the demand for grain in the 
northwest, but in support of this opinion 
there is an improved export demand and 
continued bad crop reports from many sec- 
tions.

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COTTON’S GREAT RISE. 


More Than 100 Points Gained in Less 
Than Two Days. 


sensationalism characterized 
the week's cotton market. Ten-cent cotton 
was witnessed, and the market had the un- 
heard of advance of over 100 points in less 
than two days. 

The statistieal 
wonderfully strong,

later have decided effect on prices.

New York, Sept. 15.—Up and down with- 
in a range of 106@120 points, the bull and 
bear forces alternately in control of prices, 
with an unexpected disaster in the very 
heart of the cotton belt, and a sensational 
market at Liverpool, both speculative and 
spot cotton markets have passed through 
what might be called the most exciting 
week in the history of the trade. 

A conservative estimate places the 
amount of speculative cotton traded _ in 
during the past six days at over 6,000,000 
bales, nearly two-thirds the size of the ac- 
tual crop. Spot markets vibrated up and 
down as almost never before, and, generally 
speaking, the six days just concluded will 
long be remembered for the remarkable 
changes that came in the price of the staple 
and in the size of the business transacted. 

A continuation of the advance of the pre- 
ceding week began on Monday and, aug- 
mented by news of the terrible calamity at 
Galveston, the price of cotton went al- 
most 100 points above the closing quota- 
tions of the previous day. 

Then followed see-saw markets for a few 
days, followed by a heavy decline, which 
set In toward the end of the week. 

Notwithstanding that heavy losses 
curred near the end of the week, the 
uation remains just as strong, and it is be- 
lieved stronger, than this time iast week. 

Trading was simply on ae stupendous 
scale. To persons who have been on the 
local cotton exchange for vears the amount 
of transactions has been astonishing, as it 
was to the outsider. 

It is now a question how long such ex- 
citing and irregular markets as were wit- 
nessed this past week will continue. The 
trade everywhere has been more a ctive than 
in years, but the foremost question right 
now is as to the duration of the present 
state of affairs. 

As was explained by us last week. the 
real cause for this remarkable condition of 
affairs was the Liverpool scarcity. Week 
after week stocks there have been lowered 
steadily, while the trade generally has ut- 
terly failed to recognize the gravity of the 
Situation. 

As to the amount of stocks at Liver pool, 
the best evidence of the state of things 
there is the weekly Statistics, which were 
published Friday. and which show the 
stocks of all Kinds of cotton at Liverpool 
that date to have amounted to 171,000 bales, 
as compared with 805,000 bales the corre- 
sponding date last year. This is a loss of 
634,000 bales. or over 400 per cent. 

In this country it is found that the aver- 
axe shortage tin the crop ‘outside of the 
State of Texas Is about 10 per cent. 

The estimate of Neill occasioned 
interest during the week 
ate effect on prices. This prediction 
based on a crop of the size of not 
than 9,750,000 bales for the present year, 
Salen es that the aggregate produc tion will 
not exceed 9,500. 

There are so ane chances of an early 
frost damaging the crop in the South that 
Statisticlans have in every case qualified 
their assertions with this probability. 

So far as the crop movement is concerned, 
it has been a distinct disappointment 
those favoring lower prices. The disparity 
between the daily figures of last week and 
last year is, of course, surprising, but now 
occasions as little attention as the weekly 
bullish statistics from Liverpool did not 
far back. 

Spot prices were gratifyingly strong, the 
southern markets leading in the firmness 
throughout the week. The demand. for 
middling, of course, is much improved. 
Generally, the spot situation is in very sat- 
isfactory shape. 

Enormous short covering was seen. Two 
government renorts within the week, one 
more bullish than the other, had _ the 
natural effect of whetting the bull temper. 
The reports indicated as poor a condition 
as last year, and cannot well be ignored in 
future. 


INHERITANCE CAME TO PRISON 


Henry Brown in Jail for a $12 For- 
gery Receives News of Bequest 
of $100,000 From Dead 
Uncle.

SHARP DECLINE THE FEATURE. 


Much Liquidation Which Was Largely 
on Speculative Account and Dis- 
closed Some Weakness. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—The same factors 
which caused the break in prices in yester- 
day afternoon's stock market continued in 
force today and more business was done 
during the hours of the Saturday's short 
session than on any full day for months. 
Liquidation was plainly in evidence and the 
bear operators added their selling to the 
burden of the market in the confidence that 
lower prices would enable them to cover at 
profit. 

The declines which they brought about in 
this way uncovered many stop loss orders, 
which had been placed in the market as a 


precautionary measure by recent specula- 
itive buyers. The points of weakness made 
it 
of speculative accounts. In People’s Gas 
there is a large short account already and 
the demand in the covering was large 
enough to Keep that stock comparatively 
steady until near the close. Otherwise the 
weakness was general and evenly distrib- 
uted.

Phey had planned to dle 
together. He shot her and killed himself. 

Young Barbour was the 27-year-old son of 
the Rev. Dr. Henry M. Barbour, rector of 
the aristocratic Church of the Beloved Dis- 
ciple of this city. He was found dead, with 
A beautiful, blue-eyed. 
accompanied him to the hotel and 
they registered as “G. N. Bartlett and 
wife."’ Long before the body was found she 
had left the hotel. 

Miss Southgate admits that she was that 
girl. Her story is an amazing one. 

Miss Southgate 
Tells the Story. 

“I loved Henry Grosvenor Barbour madly 
enough to die with him, but not to become 
his wife.

“Raw material bought in large quantities 
is secured at lower prices.’"’ When, for in- 
stance, one man buys all the wool, the price 
of wool wil be lowered and all who produce 
wool will sell at the price fixed by the trust. 
A.large proportion of our people are en- 
gaged in the production of various kinds 
of raw material, and they are thus placed 


at the mercy of the combinations.

This means that factories can be closed 
in the smaller towns and business concen- 
trated in the large centers. It means, also, 
that whenever there is a surplus on hand,

Traveling Men 

Dispensed With. 

Another advantage cited by Mr. Flint 
is that ‘‘There is no multiplication of the 
means of distribution and a better force 
of salesmen will take the place of a large 
number.”’ 

This is in intimation that under the trust 
System the traveling salesman will not be 


needed. When every retail merchant must 
buy all goods of one class from a single 
company, the work can be done by samples, 
and no traveling men will be needed. There 
will be no competition between different 
factories because all are under one man- 
agement. The first man to feel this will be 
the hotel man, who will miss the trade of 
the traveling salesman. The railroad will 
lose the mileage paid by the traveling man; 
the liverymen will lose their best patrons, 
and the newspapers will lose the advertis- 
ing. because it will not be necessary to ad- 
vertise when there is no competition. All 
this might be tolerable if the saving thus 
inade went to the consumer, but as a mat- 
ter of fact it goes to the monopoly. My at- 
' tention has been called to a prospectus is- 
sued by the International Steam Pump Co., 
organized March, 1899, under the laws of 
New Jersey, and capitalized at $27,500,000 
_ of which nearly half is preferred stock and 
_the remainder common stock. I call at- 
tention to this prospectus, because it sets 
forth the plans of the trusts, and shows 
who are to be the beneficiaries.

Is it not reasonable to expect 
that the monopoly, after eliminating the 
salesmen, and adding their salaries and ex- 
penses to the prot account, will seek a fur- 
ther profit by raising prices, and lowering 
Wages” Is it not reasonable also to expect 
that there will be deterioration in quality 
when the spur of competition no longer com- 
peis the manufacturer to furnish the best 
goods for the lowest poss'ble price?

Just as Congress was closing 
a farcical and hyvocritical attempt was 
made to deceive the public by the intro- 
duction of an anti-trust amendment and 
an anti-trust oill.

Genuine Effect 
of the Trusts. 

The lawyers are finding that with the 
growth of trusts the business Is gravitating 
toward the offices of the big corporation 
attorneys, while the less fortunate prac- 
titioners are becoming law clerks. 

The actors suffer from the theatrical trust. 

The small manufacturer is constantly 


menaced by the trusts. 

He aoes not Know at what moment some 
large corporation will attempt to monop- 
olize the business in which he is engaged, 
and give him his choice between bank- 
ruptey and particulation in an indusirial 
conspiracy against the rest of the country. 
Many have been driven into the trust or- 
ganization by the larger corporations en- 
gaged in the same business, or by trusts 
formed to control iron, steel, tin plate, or 
some other product used as a basis for fur- 
ther. manufacture. In what business can 
your son safely invest a small amount orf 
capital today? If he starts into any inde- 
pendent business he will find it difficult, if 
not impossible, to compete with a large 
organization if it attempts to undersell hini 
in his territory, because it can sustain it- 
self, by collecting high pries in other parts 
of the country If he suppresses his moral 
objections and takes stock in a monopoly, 
he does not know how soon those in charge 
may attempt to ‘‘freeze out’’ the smaller 
stockholders, 

The merchant is losin his independ- 
ence. The trust fixes the terms upon 
which he shall sell, and often binds him 
by contract not to sell a competing arti- 
cle. When the monopoly is complete 
credit will be shortened, and the mer- 


chant will be compelled to bear all the: 


risks of trade. When the trust raises 
prices, the merchant usually has to divide 
the advance with his customers, so far 
stock on hand is concerned, but when 
trust overstocks the market and then 
the price fall, the merchant must 

the loss on acumulated = stock. 
When, for instance, the American Steel 
& Wire Co. closed several of its factories 
a few months ago and threw some six 
thousand employes out of work, it dropped 
the price of nails and barbed wire in order 


to work off a surplus stock which had ac- | 


cumulated because the high prices has 
lessened the demand. Every merchant lost 
money on the nails and wire on hand. 
There is already overproduction in many 
lines. The supply of common chairs is now 
considerably in excess of the demand. but

Next to the farmer in point of numbers 
and importance come the wage-earners, 
What is the trust doing to increase the 
wages. shorten the hours, improve the con- 
dition, or protect the rights of the laburing 
man? Is his present prospect an inviting 
one? ls he receiving a fair share of the 
preceeds of his toil? And, if not, why not? 
Republicans assert that the workingman 
has a “full dinner pail.’ 1 aek, in the first 
place, whether a full dinner pail is all that 
a laboring. man needs? It is an insult to 
the wage-earner to say that his thoughts 
are entirely centered upon his physicai 
wants. Republican speakers and _ editors 
assume that the laboring man is all stom- 
ach.

That Full 
Dinner Pail.

If a business 
man feels justified in hoiding out the pros- 
pect of nis own bankruptcy in order to in- 
fluence voters he cannot complain if his 
creditors take steps to collect their accounts 
before the eiection in order to avoid a pos- 
sible loss. 

The Chicago Times-Herald of Sept. & con- 
tained a special dispatch from indianapoile 
setting forth the complaint made by the 
anthracite coal miners. In the dispatch | 
read the following statement made by one

As to Railroad 
Discrimination. 

The railroads have by discriminations and 
rebates materially aided tn building uv mo- 
nopolies. At one time the Standard Oil Co. 
had a contract with a railroad where- 
by it not only enjoyed lower rates than its 
competitors, but received a part of the 
freieht naid bv Ite competitors. The inter- 
state commerce commission has repeatedly 
asked for legislation which would empower 
the commission to protect the public, but 
the Republican party has turned a deaf 
ear to these appeals. 

It is generally assumed that the bankers 
will co-operate with the trusts in prevent- 
ing remedial legislation, but the banker 
himself is apt to fall a victim of this pol- 
icy of concentration.

ROCK HILL, 8. C., Sept. 15.—H. A. Brown, 
an Englishman and an artist, was assassin- 
ated in his bed at 2 o’clock this morning by 
Paul M. Bratton in the most startlingly 
cold blooded manner. 

At that hour a carriage drove to the door 
and a well dressed young man alighted and 
knocked. F. P. Neil, brother-in-law of 
Brown, responded and was told by the vis- 
itor that he must see Brown on urgent busl- 
ness immediately. Neil left the stranger 
below and went with a light to the room of 
Brown. When he had awakened Brown he 
discovered that the stranger had followed 
him. The man rushed to the side of the 
artist, put a pistol to his body and fired. 
A second shot shattered Brown's arm, the 
pistol being knocked aside by Neil. The 
stranger dashed from the house, entered the 
carriage in which was another man and tne 
driver and was off in a run. 

Brown lingered a few hours. Three times 
when asked who shot him he replied Paul 
M. Bratton. Bratton is a resident of York- 
ville and was this afternoon with his driver, 
David Colwell, arrested. 

Colwell says he drove Bratton through the 
county. twenty-one miles to Rock Hill and 
returned. The identity of the other man is 
unknown. Brown was in Yorkville ves- 
tercay and had hot words with a younger 
brother of Paul Bratton. The Bratton fam- 
ily is one of the oldest in the state. Paul 
Bratton is a son-in-law of Col. Ashbury 
Coward, superintendent of the South Caro- 
lina Military Academy. :

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125 KILLED FOR LOOTING 


More Executions in Two Days at Gal- 
veston Than in Whole Coun- 
try in a Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 15.—There are, 
all told, perhaps 125 persons killed for loot- 
ing. Some were white; more were black. 
Galveston citizens are prompt to say that 
those have been exceptional cases. They 
give the mass of colored people credit for 
doing their part. The Tribune of this even- 
ing says: 

“All the negroes are not looting by any 
means, but, on the contrary, a big majority 
are working like beavers."’ 

Not a tithe of the story has yet reached 
the outside world. There were more execu- 
tions here in two days than In all the 
United States in a vear. Soldiers and citi- 
zens alike have been clothed with this 
authority—to kill anyone caught stealing 
from the dead, or even from the piles of 
wreckage. There has not been a day that 
& dozen have not died in this way. 


In one batch of guilty ones were 43 men. 


Every man of them was shot to his death 
after due courtmartial. That is the biggest 
execution ever known in the United States.

The Boxers advanced 
upon us with strange gestures and carrying 
banners. 

From the recreation ground, which once 
rang with the cheers of the victorious in 
the games of peace, came the crack of the 
rifles in the game of war. In this engage- 
ment the first American marine lost hs 
life. I stood beside him when he was hit. 

“They've got me boys!"’ he exclaimed, as

“The question whether the Chinese gov- 
ernment was against us was not answered 
until Sunday. There was no Joubt about 
the reply when it came. 

“The Taku forts had been taken. We 
thought all immediate danger past. We 
were eating luncheon, when suddenly a 
frightful crash started us from the table. 
The Chinese forts had begun to shell the 
city. House after house was struck. Chi- 
nese regulars made desperate attacks on 
our defenses. Encounters between the al- 
lies and the regulars occurred dally. 

“The rifle fire was hot and the bombarda- 
ment long and sustained. 

“I was standing in a garden talking with 
a Russian officer, when, with a blinding 
flash and a terrific crash a shell exploded 
between us. I escaped, but the officer re- 
ceived three wounds. 

“At another time, while talking to a Chi- 
nese official, a vase at my feet was shat- 
tered by bullets. My house was struck 
three times by shells. 

“I went forward with the marines on 
June 23. Daily until July 13 we had fights 
with the Chinese, who always made the at- 
tacks. We fought only on the defensive un- 
til July 14, when we attacked and captured 
one town. The captured city presented an 
appalling scene of fire, ruin and death. 

‘From that time on the civilians suffered 
little from the Chinese. 

“This rebellion teaches us that China has 
made her last outbreak against progress 
and lost.’’ 


BOUNDARY. DISPUTE ENDED 


President Loutet Announces His D>- 
cision in Colombia-Costa 
Rica Trouble. 


PARIS, Sept. 15.—President Loubet, act- 
ing as arbitrater in the boundary dispute 
between Colombia and Costa Rica, decides 
that the frontier between the two republics 
is formed by the Cordillera mountains, Set- 
ting out from Punta Mona, on the Atlantic, 
and crossing northwards’ the valley from 
Rio Tarina to Rio Sixola, then by a line 
drawn at about the ninth degree of latitude 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific. -Af- 
terwards the boundary follows a line be- 
tween Chiriqui Viajo and the Tributaries of 
the Gulf of ulee, ending at Punta 
tjurica, on the Pacific.

MINISTERIAL PAPERS 
AN EARLY VOTING. 


URGE 


Liberal Candidates Will Confine Them- 
selves to Criticising the Cost 
of the War in South 
Africa. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—The rumors of disso- 
lution of Parliament have crystallized into 
a definite statement that the event will 
take place on Sept. 26. 

The ministerial papers are now emphasiz- 
ing the assertion that the South African 
war is over and are urging the ministers to 
seek the verdict of the country at once up- 
on their policy. 

The jingo fever is not at all so strong 
as it was a month ago, and the popularity 
of the war is declining. For this reason, 
as well as that an election now would be 
held on the old register, the Liberals are 
anxious for postponement. 

Sir Robert Reid, attorney-general in 
Gladstone's last administration, says that 
an election in October would be unprece- 
dented, and would be an extraordinary act 
of political cowardice. 

Lord Salisbury, with whom rests the 
choice of the date of dissolution, has given 
no hint, but all over the country active 
preparations for a contest are in progress. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the 
Tories will win, but probably not by so 
large a majority as in 1895. 

The Liberal leaders having acquiesced in 
the annexation of the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State, the Liberal candidates 
will confine themselves to criticisms of the 
organization of the war department and the 
cost of the war. 

Experts in the war office -estimate the 
weekly expenditure at something over $10,- 
000,000. 

In London, where only about one-seventh 
of the representation is Liberal, a strong 
point will be made cf the remissness of the 
government in legislating on the housing of 
the working classes and also the taxation 
of ground values.

President Kruger’s dramatic retreat has 
led the commentators to reannounce the 
close of the war, but the long lists of 
casualties and deaths in hospital, aggregat- 


ing 200 a week, which continue to fill up the 
bulletin boards at the war office, belie 
their statements. The claims hitherto made 
that the British losses in South Africa have 
been small, as compared with those of 
other campaigns, appear to need revision, 
judging from the recent calculations made 
by a well-known actuary, who finds that, 
of the officers in South Africa, 72.1 per 1000 
have been killed or have died from wounds, 
30.6 per 1000 of the officers have died from 
disease, while of the men 19 per 1000 have 
been killed or died from wounds and 318 
have died from disease. These startling 
statistics not only illustrate that while the 
officers and men have suffered, approx!l- 
mately. equally from disease, the risks of 
the officers in action have been hugely dis- 
proportionate, and also that the rate of 
mortality in South Africa {s much greater 
than in the Franco-German war. 

Kruger’s millions are the subject of dis- 
respectful paragraphs and long narratives 
of dispraise. The lowest estimate of his 
wealth is £1,000,000, invested abroad, while 
some calculators figure his wealth at £3,- 
000,000. The Transvaal government is sup- 
posed to have two or three million pounds 
in continental banks, which will be hoarded 
by the managing committee, Dr. Leyds 
says, for a future rising when England is 
in other difficulties. 


DAYS OF POMPEI! RECALLED 


Vesuvius Gettting Ready for a Big 
Eruption Which Scientists De- 
clare May Destroy Naples.

PARIS, Sept. 15.—The commission of the 
seven scientists sent by the French govern- 
ment to study the threatening sign in 
Mount Vesuvius have made their first re- 
port. They say after an inspection of the 
crater and study of the noises and _ vibra- 
tion that the volcano is evidently in full ac- 
tivity again and that a big eruption is to 
be expected shortly. probably surpassing in 
violence the last two. 

They suggest that the Italy government 
and néighboring populations be warned, es- 
pecially the farmers and wine growers on 
the hillside. Naples itself, they say, may be 
partially or totally destroyed. 


TIRED OF TORN LINEN. 


London Welcomes the Invasion of the 
Chinese Laundry.

LUNDON, Sept. 15.—London ts following 
the example of New York and is employing 
Chinamen to do its laundry work. 

Messrs, Schiff and Benjamin have em- 
barked on the enterprise and already have 
ample work for 1530 Celestials. When their 
new buildings, which will cover 17 acres at 
Hendon, a North London suburb, are com- 
pleted they will employ 1000 Chinamen. 
Most of those employed come from Hong 
Kong. 

London business men, whose linen bilis 
amount to a big figure owing to the clothes 
being torn by machine laundries, welcome 
the experiment, but the labor organizations 
fear results similar to those at Melbourne 
and San Francisco. They are afra'@ that 
the Chinamen, so quick in picking up 
methods of work, will not stop at washing, 
but will invade other flelds of labor. 


SOUNDS LIKE CHICAGO. 


Doubt That Yerkes Bought London 


Railway Franchise.

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Railway men and en- 
gineers here are not inclined to credit the 
story coming from New York that John 
T. Yerkes, the Chicago street railway mag- 
nate, has bought for $500,000 the rights 
which Parliament gave two years ago for 
the construction of seven miles of under- 
ground electric railway from Charing Cross 
to liampstead.

Private Information of Its Appearance 
in London and Other English 
Cities Has Reached the 
Institute. 


Special Cable to the Post-Diapatch. 
PARIS, Sept. 15.—Physicians of the Pas- 
teur Institute have advised the government 
to take certain sanitary measures to pre- 
vent the propagation of the bubonic plague 
in case it should drift from England here 

The newspapers publish letters from med- 
ical men asserting that cases are not con- 
fined to Glasgow, as they have been confi- 
dentiaily and privately reported by some 
English colleagues in London and several 
other cities, Moreover, under the title, “Is 
France Infested?" a Marseilles newspaper 
ventilates rumors that not less than twenty 
plague deaths ocurred in southern seaports 
of France during the summer, and that the 
secret had been carefully guarded by the 
government in order not to alarm Exposi- 
tion visitors. It is even said that the Mada- 
gascar colony at the Exposition is infested. 

One of the Pasteur Institute scientists 
told the Post-Dispatch correspondent that 
he fully expected the disease to break out 
simultaneously @41 over Europe and North 
and Soutb America next summer. 

“All the precautions taken to prevent the 
plague from travelling here proved futile,”’ 
he said. “It cannot be kept out unless we 
stop commerce and intercourse between the 
nations. We predicted that the scourge 
would invade Europe. It has already gained 
a fvothold In Oporto and Glasgow, and next 
year it will surely appear in 50 other places. 
l am eonvinced that the germs have been 
carried to the United States, and that they 
are now incubating there for an outbreak 


| next summer.

Red Snapper Night 

at Galveston. 

Last night was red-snapper night in Gal- 
veston. Toward dusk hundreds of men and 
women were seen trudging homeward, 
each carrying a big red snapper caught at 
the Campeachy fishing banks, on the 
Mexican coast, by the Galveston fleet of 
red-snapper fishing vessels which rode the 
storm. Most of these fish were donated by 
the owners of the vessels. Sometimes a 
small chunk of ice was given with the 
fish. Those who received this priceless 
boon were envied. 

Night in Galveston is weird The few 
people who go about the streets stumble 
over debris and fall Into pools of stagnant 
water that abound everywhere. The only 
lights are from tanterns which a few men 
carry. Tonight one man was heard to re- 
mark to another: “Galveston is as solemn 
as a graveyard tonight."" “Galveston is a 
graveyard,’ replied the other. That ex- 
presses the situation in part. One thing 
which strikes the outsider is the lack of 
lamentation on account of the loss of prop- 
erty. 

The person who bewails the loss of his 
home, particularly if his family was saved, 
is looked upon with contempt. 

“You ought to be glad you are alive,”’ 
he is told. in this time of the”’Death An- 
gel’s visitation i» ~o many homes there 
seems to be little worrying about property 
losres. Yet, already the people are talking» 
about rebuilding the city. Some anxiously 
inquire whether the outside world believes | 
thet Galveston ts trretrievably ruined. The 
wreck is so nearly complete that the brav- 
est hearts can scarcely find comfort in 
ccntemplating the city’s future.

How the Dead 

Are Disposed Of. 

In all parts of the city gangs of men are 
at work digging for burying or burning the 
dead. All the corpses left in sight have 
been disposed of and those now requiring 
attention are being taken from under tho 
huge heaps of debris. Each gang works 
under a foreman and a guard of soldiers. 
They place a rope around half a ton of 
planks and a dozen men heave away at 
the rope, pulling the timbers from the top 
of the pile. These heaps of wreckage aver. 
age 15 feet high. Along the east and south 
sides of the city, where four solid streets 
of houses wcre mowed down like grass be- 
fore a reaper. the wreckage is piled in 
windows 20 feet high and 60 feet wide, 
against the half-wrecked houses that re- 
main. 

It is here that the wreck gangs find most 
of the hidden corpses. When a corpse is 
discovered the foreman orders a squad iv 
diz a shallow grave close by and the grave 
is ready as soon as the body is removed 
from the debris. A plank is placed tn the 
bottom of the grave, and upon this the 
distorted corpse, usually naked, is laid. An- 
other plank is placed above the body, the 
earth is shoveled in and a low mound of 
sand marks the resting place of one of the 
thougands of the unknown dead. In some 
instances these bodies are burned. 

This method of disposal is used when a 
large number of bodies are taken at one 
point. 

Watch the Burning 
of His Loved Ones. 

Yesterday one man stood by a funeral 
pyre, where nearly a hundred corpses were 
incinerated in one ghastly heap, and 
watched the flames consume the remains 
of his wife and child, whom he had 
identified. So horrible is the stench from 
these bodies that it is extremely difficult 
to induce men to handle them. There are 
some volunteers who work until they are 
sick, but for the most part the handlers of 
corpses are impressed. They do their work 
unger the menace of rifie and revolver.

AEKE lo TA BATTLE OF TIEN-T 


HIS is how the allles took Tien Tsin. 
It is the fullest and most graphic 
account yet sent by an eye-witness 
concerning that memorable battle, which 
ended in the fall of the Chinese walled city 
and the reiief of the beleaguered represen- 
tatives of foreign nations, including Minis- 
ter Conger and many United States consuls, 
their families, and all American mission- 
aries and other residents. 

Following are some of the most graphic 
Scenes recorded by a correspondent whose 
letters are too long to be given in full. 

The action opered on both side of the city 
on the morning of July 12, at the same time 
@s soon as there was daylight enough to 
enable the signalmen on the top of Gordon 
Hall to see where our shells were striking. 
The bombardment became general avout 
half-past 4 o'clock, and for an hour or more 
was maintained very vigorously. The guns 
fired with great rapidity, and the reply of 
the Chinese, which started off determinedly, 
began to slack away. Out on the right the 
4-inch rifles of the British and the moun- 
tain batteries of the French and Russians 
were making for their principal target the 
Chinese battery under the trees by the rail- 
road track. Just after 5 o'clock there wasa 
aremendous explosion in the vicinity of this 
battery. The concussion shook the whole 
settiement. A huge column of smoke and 
dust rose high in the air. Men of the lhus- 
sian and French batteries which were in ac- 
tion comparatively pear the place were 
thrown down, and Admiral Alexieff, who 
was watching the action from a little dis- 
tance, was knocked off his horse. * * * 

As s00n as the three coiumns were well 
out into the flat country west of the nflud 
wall the Chinese opened on them from the 
wall and from the pagoda tort.

It was yesterday, July 15, that the 
finest thing of all occurred. That was when 
the British began to take an official hand, 
in the name of outraged decency and the 
poor soldier whose honest spoils of war 
were beiug filched from him by a gang of 
cellar-hiders, who, now that danger was 
past, werec rawling out of their holes to 
gather in the profit of other men's work.

There 
I met a captain of the Royal Asiatic Ar- 
tillery with four of his men carrying a 
stretcher loaded with furs.

That sort of thing continued all July 14. 
F-:verywhere the British were conspicuous 
because they were in parties and frequent- 
ly officers were with them. In the pawnshop 
at one time there were several officers di- 
recting the work of men. Only among the 
British was this seen. That was why the 
British action of yesterday was so delight- 
ful. 

There was a meeting of commanders yes- 
terday morning at which looting was dis- 
cussed and condemned, unless it was done 
in an official way, such as the seizure of the 
Chinese treasures or for the benefit of the 
soldiers who had done the fighting and 
bleeding and now were entitled to the gin- 
gerbread. All but the French agreed to put 
a stop to it. 

But this lot was hardly heaped on the 
pile when there came along a man in Ct- 
vilian dress leading a gang of coolles sweat- 
ing over a huge wheelbarrow. It was inno- 
cently piled with fancy silk coats and skirts 
that surely did not need six stout coolies 
with tow ropes to get along. The looter 
begged like a good one. He had only got a 
few little things to help recompense him for 
the losses his business had suffered through 
the fighting, just a few old silk garments, 
and yes—seeing the things had been fé- 
moved from the top and the real load un- 
covered—there was a little sack or two of 
dollars he had found in an old jar, and 
would I please not take his picture?

A few skeptics doubt that the 


States must make ready to meet the de- 
mands of a foreign coal trade. Against 
this, however, is the unanswered question: 
Where is Europe to get its coal when Great 
Britain declares against further export? 

That this time will come is certain. Great 
Britain, with an estimated coal supply for 
only 200 years, has been exporting 55,000,000 
tons annually. The British public has been 
looking upon this with disfavor. An export 
tax upon the product is anticipated. 

Existing disturbances in the coal situation 
in Great Britain have had much to do with 
this increased foreign demand for American 
coal, Almost every New York coal dealer 
of consequence has daily inquiries from 
Buropean cities regarding prices and facili- 
ties for speedy shipments. 

The exports of coal from the United States 
l, ag- 
tons of anthracite and 
3,008,271 tons of bituminous coal. The total 
exports showed an increase of 1,595,663 tons 
over the corresponding period of 189%. This 
increase was largely in shipments of bitu- 
minous coal. 

Export shipments of American coke dur- 
ing the seven mionths ending July 3! 
amounted to 240,253 tons, an 
about #000 tons over the same period in 
1899. 

These are some of the facts—some of the 
conditions that are not theories—in the 
tranesatiantic coal trade of the United 
States at the present time. 

One of the stanch believers in the future 
of this trade is F. A. Saward, honorary 
especial agent of the United States in the 
department of mines and metallurey at tne 
Paris exposition. Mr. Saward has said:

Anthracite coal has 
practically no opportunity for foreign ex- 
ploitation at the present time or in the 
near future. It is a fuel so much different 
from the coal that foreign consumers have 
been accustomed to using that they are 
not at all inclined to take it up, necessitat- 
ing, as it does, the use of new grates or 
new stoves and entirely different methods 
of firing. Only the several varieties of soft 
coal now finding a market abroad need be 
considered. 

All of the possibilities leading to this new 
exploiting of American coal have found 
source in the high rates of freight in Great 
Britain, the cost of mining, and in the un- 
mistakable limitation of the coal supply. 
The foreign production of coal is not de- 
creasing, of course; it is increasing stead- 
ily. 

But to understand the meaning of the 
word limitation one has only to remark 
that in Great Britain it is felt that every 
available coal deposit has been fixed and 
measured, In Germany, there is no 
virgin territory to be prospected, while In 
the United States the possibilities are lim- 
itless, Then, too, In these countries most 
of the coal readily available has been dug. 
and the cost of mining is greatly in excess 
of what it is In many American mines. 

That United States coal may supercede 
English coal in France, the United States 
Consuls in that country are agreed. Of the 
possibilities, one of them has reported: 

“If the American coal dealer can convince 
the French consumer that our coal will pro- 
duce the same amount or more steam per 
ton and can be placed on the French mar- 
ket at the same or a lower price than the 
English. coal, the American will get the 
order, for the French do not buy English 
a because they are mined in England 

* Wales.”’ 

a recent importations of Ameri- 
can coal to England, the conservative Lon- 
don Telegraph says: 

“In consequence of the high price now be- 
ing charged for English coal, large consum- 
ers are looking further afield to see if they 
can buy at a cheaper rate than in the home 
market. Many firms have placed orders in 
America. and amongst these is the South 
Merropvlitan Gas Co., who, by way of ex- 
periment, have given an order to a colliery 
in Philadelphia for 4000 tons. Though the 
officials of the company do not care to give 
the precise figure at which they bought, 
they state that the price is ‘considerably 
lower’ than that at which they can obtain 
Rurham coal.’ 

“There is the question of freight, which 
is, of course, higher from America than 
from Newcastle, but this, it is pointed out, 
may be more than counterbalanced by the 
advantage which the coal possesses.,"’ 

Speaking of the American invasion of the 
coal markets of Europe, the London Fnan- 


clal Times says 
“The invasion of Europe by American 


coal is assuming formidable dimensions. 
France is at present the principal objec- 
tive, and two steamers have recently been 
chartered at Philadelphia to take cargoes 
to that country, while five others are to be 
put in commission towards the same end. 
Simultaneously we learn that inquiries have 
been made in Hartlepool and on the north- 
east coast generally by a Liverpool ship- 
per, on behalf of the French government. 
for steamers to carry from Norfolk, Va., 
1,000,000 tons of coal, to be delivered in 
France over the next 15 months. This comes 
on top of a number of sporadic charters, 
some of them on account of the French rail- 
ways for their every-day use, and some on 
account of the French administration for 
its private reserves of fuel for warlike con- 
tingencies. Russia is also a buyer of Ameri- 
can coal, for only a week or two ago the 
charter was announced of the steamer Ha- 
tusu to carry 5000 tons to Gutujewsky, a 
port on the Baltic Sea. The freight is 20 
shillings a ton, the cargo to be loaded dur- 
ing August. England, too, has been a buyer, 
as witness the Queenswood, which has just 
arrived from Philadelphia with 4000 tons of

So cleverly are the forts masked by long 
slopes of green turf, and the walls by trees 
and bushes, that one can pass in and out of 
Paris a dozen times and see scarcely a 
trace of its famous fortifications. 

The range of the %5-ton guns is over ten 
miles—some say fourteen. 

Beneath their at present untenanted beds 
on the rampart are stone casemates for am- 
munition, with small transfer Wagons. 
These casemiates open upon the inner base 
of the well, and a set of rails, standard 
gauge, runs from the doorway to the top 
of the fortific ation. You must look for these"

The 
Paris tramways are laid on solid oak, 
pinned to iron trestles, bedded in concrete. 

Then the general staff will take its choice 
of four powers, all in use among the tram- 
way companies—steam, electricity, com- 
pressed air and horse power. Those 15-cen- 
timeter giants will glide from the Champs 
de Mars to their places as if they were toy 
cannon,

The Paris railway stations have immense 
acreages of platform space, exclusive of ar- 
rival and departure quays, which are made 
long enough to receive three trains at a 
time. Troops could be entrained with amaz- 
ing rapidity in these termini; whole regi- 
ments could be housed temporarily under 
their glass spans. 

Paris has three circular railways—the In- 
ner, the Outer and the Grand Ceintures— 
which form a network connecting th® city 
proper with its suburbs. Platforms of the 
amplitude described testify to the import- 
ance of these railways in time of war. 

At every thousand yards along the inner 
Slope of the fortifications is a three-story 
guardhouse. Some 20,000 troops could thus 
be sheltered within call of all attackable 
points.

The »neumatic transit system in vogue 
in the French metropolis offers unique ad- 
vantages for military purposes. By it com- 
munications can be whirled from one part 
of Paris to another without coding or tran- 
scribing. 

The military . stores of Paris are bound- 
less. In a day she could clothe and arm 
450,000 fighting men, with 70,000,000 rounds 
of melinite cartridges. When her ammunil- 
tion gave out her chemical works and foun- 
dries would be ready with a fresh supply. 

At the army hakeries she reserves large 
stores of grain, and her other provisions for 
commissiriat necessities are greater than Is 
Suspected. 

In case of siege the general staff have a 
censorship of prices ready in the Paris 
municinality, which at all times fixes the 
price of bread and would do so of other sta- 
ples.

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Trousseaus Are Made 


in the Empve Style 


and Here Are Described Some 
Sumptuous Gowns. 


dressmaking establishments, 
and some charming models have been 
evolved for wedings in the fall. The trous- 
seau which has just been executed by one 
of the largest and most fashionable estab- 
lishments in Paris for the Infanta Maria- 
Therese of Braganza was a theme of ex- 
treme interest and admiring comment by 
those who were fortunate enough to have 
a peep at it. There were no less than 
sixty-nine toilets designed for ceremoni- 
ous and state occasions for the house, for 
the promenade, for the drive, for the chase, 
ete., so that the collection was large and 
varied, and certainly sumptuous enough, 
for the lace alone that was used represent- 
ed an expenditure of 200,000 francs, or $40,000, 
as we would say. 

The bridal gown is a triumph of the *de- 
siener’s art and the needle’s skill. It is 
made of superb gold and silver brocade, 
with a long court train trimmed with or- 
ange blossoms and exquisite lace. Brocade 
ip also chosen as the foundation fabric for 
an Empire robe which is made with a Ma- 
rie Antoinette fichu of India mull and rich 
Point d'Alencon lace. Bordering the skirt 
is a flounce of India mull and lace. 


The Empire is a much-favored style with 
the great gown builders of Paris at pres- 
ent, and still another dress in the trous- 
seau is made of pale yellow mousseline de 
soie, entirely spangled with gold, over a 
foundation of pale yellow satin. The sash 
is one that belonged to Josephine when she 
resided at Malmaison. 

A rare art in the combination of mate- 
rials is shown in a ball gown of mousseline 
de sole, trimmed with bands of chinchilla 
and an intricate pattern of Siberian tur- 
quolse and diamonds. Still another gown 
is of the satin embroidered with silver and 
diamonds interspersed with velvet moss 
roses appliqued on the material. A lace 
flounce draped around the bottom of the 
skirt is similarly embroidered, and the long 
train is appliqued with tiny sprays of 
rosebuds. 

A sumptuous wedding dress recently worn 
in Paris, which was turned out by one of 
the greatest establishments there, is typical 
of the prevailing styles In bridal finery. The 
material was white satin. The tint was not 
snow nor ivory, but of that pecullar white 
known as farine, which harmonizes with the 
whiteness of lace. The skirt was made with 
a rounded train. Along the entire edge, back 
and front ran numerous small superposed 
ruffles of mousseline de sole, the under side 
being ruffled fully twelve inches up in the 
same manner, so that every movement cre- 
ated an exquisitely foamy undulation. A 
heavy garland of white roses and leaves, 
consisting of a clever combination of heavy 
silk embroidery, applications of point 
d’'Alencon and subdued weavings of silver 
ran along this edge, now encroaching upon 
the ruffles, now climbing on to the satin of 
the skirt. A second skirt of point d’Alen- 
con of antique pattern covered the skirt, re- 
vealing only here and there the rich, exquls- 
ite edge. The satin corsage was draped with 
point d’'Alencon and adorned with sprays of 
blossoms held by superb brooches 
of diamonds. The sleeves of the same lace 
were laid over several thicknesses of mous- 
seline de soie, in this way being cooler and 
softer than satin sleeves would have been. 
The coiffure was a return to former styles, 
inasmuch as it consisted of a wreath of 
white roses, but this wreath, quite large, 
was in reality not very unlike the broad 
roll of a summer toque, adapting itself 
gracefully to the present way of doing the 
haic.¢ The veil of point d’Alencon was laid 
flat, long enough to cover the train almost 
entirely and quite as suggestive of a court 
mantle as Of a wedding veil.

It ts said 
that the trousseau of Miss Millard was the 
most artistic ever turned out by the London 
makers. The bridal gown was of ivory 
duchesse satin, made in clinging Empire 
style and embroidered with trails of raised 
silver orchids and leaves with brilliant cen- 
ters, which, starting at the right shoulder, 
wound round the gown and finished ar- 
tistically at the bottom of the skirt. The 
transparent collarless yoke, and long mitten 
sleeves.were of exquisite old Duchesse lace 
and the full court train of silver embroid- 
ered tulle in a small, effective trellis de- 
sign and trimmed with soft, white tulle 
ruchings, fell from the shoulders. A spray 
of orange blossoms was fastened on the 
right shoulder and another was covered by 
the veil of old lace, which was short and fell 
from a coiffure whose Josephine knot and 
silver bandeau harmonized with the Em- 
pire effect of the gown.

ites. 

A million and a half bushels of grain was 
shipped from here during the past season. 
Most of this immense product came from 
the Amish farms and went to New Orleans 
for export. 

At a point three miles south the Amish 
people have recently erected a large orphan 
asylum at a cost of $6000. 

According to statistics gathered in 1897 
the Amish had in the United States 1251 
communicants, 241 ministers and 118 
churches, while the Old Amish have 2438 
communicants, 75 ministers. 

The old Amish cling to the original cus- 
tom of dress stil prevalent with the Men- 
nonites. The men wear no buttons on their 
coats and seldom shave. They are more ex- 
clusive than the new Amish, which is made 
up of the younger element, and place a 
ban on nearly every form of amusement. 
They are very dignified and solemn. The 
women wear no flowers or decorations of 
any sort on their hats and eschew jewelry 
and gay ribbons. 


The new Amish are more progressive; 
they dress plainly, but more after the fash- 
ion of other people. They mix freely with 
the outside world and read the newspapers. 
However, in all the main underlying prin- 
ciples of their belief and customs the new 
and old Amish are a unit. 

They are sober, honest and industrious, 
and make desirable citizens for any com- 
munity. They are sociable and ever ready 
to extend open hgspitality to strangers and 
others not of their faith. While they pte- 
serve their individuality they work to-

The intelligence of the bee has long been 
a favorite theme with naturalists—his or- 
ganization in the hive, his evident knowl- 
edge of government, the way sentinels are 
stationed at the mouth of the hive, and 
other evidences of his high brain power 
being continually brought forward. 

Vet there te eneother {nscct smralter than 
the bee who has been greatly overlooked, 
and yet who has been shown to possess 
powers no less extraordinary than the 
honey bee, and that insect is the ant. 

Sir John Lubbock, as well as many other 
scientists, has of course studied the ant, 
but it has been given to a Frenchman, a 
M. Ferel, to make a discovery as regards 
‘ants that proves them to be possessed of 
an intelligence far greater than has been 
hitherto supposed. 

And this discovery is nothing more or less

The way M. Ferel provea this was as 
follows: 

He made a glass funnel, one end smaller 
than the other, which he placed, the small 
end downward, in the center of a square 
of plain glass some six inches wide, fitting 
closely enough to prevent the little insects 
from crawling out underneath. 

He then took a number vr ants In a 
bunch about the size of an ordinary horse 
chestnut, free from any foreign substances, 
and lifting up the funnel dropped the clus- 
ter of. insects Inside. 

While the ants were still In a state of 
bewilderment, and before any of them 
could reach the edge of the glass, the ex- 
jerimenter covered it with another square, 
similar to the one already in use, and which 
had been surrounded a short distance from 
its edge by a rim of putty. 

This effectually confined the little insects 
and prevented their being crushed. 

The two plates of glass were then pressed 
together to within, approximately, tne 
thickness of an ant’s body, but cioser to 
one side than on the other, so as to hold 
some fast and incapable of moving, while 
others could move about in their narrow 
prison where they liked.

Further study of the box of prisoners re- 
vealed many interesting facts.

M. Ferel then took a couple of ants and 
confined them in the glass box already de- 
scribed, imprisoning the one and giving the 
other liberty to move.

FUNERAL FLQWERS. 
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Single Floral Designs Range in Value From $10 to 
: $200, and Many Are Ordered. 


HE flowers at Ben F. Brady's funeral 
last Sunday cost $750. The employes 
of three florists worked all Sunday 

night on designs. The amount of money 
spent in St. Louis annually for funeral 
flowers is estimated at $200,000. 

In this city 125 persons are employed con- 
stantly making floral designs to be sent tv 
funerals. This is the fact in spite of the 
large number of death notices in which the 
request, “No flowers,”’ occurs. The tribute 
of flowers to the dead is almost universal. 

These designs are works of art, though 
some of them, such as “Father,” “‘Mother” 
and “Gates Ajar,’’ are conventional and 
nearly always the same. Others require ex- 
treme care, long hours of work and infinite 
pains, Charges are made accordingly, and 
ihe cost of some of these floral pieces is 
more than $100, and sometimes as high as 
$176 or $200. ; 

At no funera! in St. Louls in recent years 
were flowers more plentiful than at the 
Trady funeral a week ago today. One flor- 
ist sent nine designs, ranging in price from 
£18 to $45. There have been funerals in St. 
Louis®at which the floral pleces were more 
costiy, but at few were a greater number 
of diffgrent pleecs displayed. Of them there 


were six or more.

It is entirely with the customer what 
flowers we use. Some people order nothing 
but white and green. Others like colored 
flowers. We have one customer who has or- 
dered two different blankets costing $1v0 
each made of white roses and flowers of a 
lavender hue. It makes a rich and beautiful 
casket cover. Then others want them all 
white and some have even asked for red 
roses. 

We have to keep up to date in this bus!i- 
ness, as well as in any other. Of course the 
old and familiar pleces, such as crosses, 
wreaths, anchors, crescents, stars, harps, 
wheel with one broken spoke, the broken 
column and the “Gates Ajar’’ are constant- 
ly in demand, but many customers ask for 
something original. Recently we made for 
a company a floral passenger coach. It was 
a beautiful plece of work done in cglors. 

Roses are the most expensive flowers just 
at present. This season of the year is a 
little off for fine flowers of any kind. We 
get $ a dozen for nice roses. It takes 2% 
dozen roses to make a casket cover. We 
make designs as cheap as $5, but most of 
our work is in the pieces costing about $75. 
In some of our wewest designs we use 
gallax leaves with beautiful effect, They 


will be plentiful next month and their rich 
brown color lends great attractiveness to a 
piece. Baskets and pyramids are called for 
a great deal now. They cost from $10 to 
$25 each. Maidenhair fern and asparagus 
vine are used to a great extent in our best 
work for backgrounds 

There has been a number of funerals in 
St. Louis during the past three years 
where the flowers ha ve cost more than $500.

A FEW nights ago Mr. Dantel E. Parks,

30,000,000 YEARS OLD,

ANY interesting scientific facts are 
M shown by the restoration of a giant 
| horseshoe crab from fossil forms, 
which has just been set up in the Peabody 
Museum of Yale University. 

The live crab is said to have existed 3,- 
000,000 years ago. although some scientsts 
deciare that 40,000,000 would be nearer it 

Prof. Charles KE. Beecher, who made the 
restoration which will surprise visitors to 
the Peabody Museum this winter, based his 
estimates of what the crab as 4a whole 
looked like upon fragments mainly found 
near Andes, Delaware County, N. Y. This 
fact also shows that Delaware County, 
New York, was once on the sea coast, for 
the giant crab lived in salt water and was 
not accustomed to craw! about the land. 

The first discovery of these fossil forms 
was made by Prof. Beecher about 1870. 
The specimen which he has now created out 
of plaster represents the most gigantic In- 
vertebrate either living or extinct known 
from North America, and is the first resto- 
ration of the kind that has been made on 
this side of the Atlantic. A restoration of 
this animal-—Stvlonurus Lacoanus, as the 
scientists call him—is of far more 
passing interest. 

Prof. Beecher had first to study 
rately every available fossil showing any 
part of the animal. There was nothing ex- 
tant to show precisely what the whole crea- 
ture looked like. Some bits of these giant 
crabs came from Pennsylvania. and Prof. 
Reecher’s restoration was based on por 
tions received from no less than seven dif- 


than 


accu- 


| ferent localities. 


From these crushed and imperfect spect- 
mens a clay model first was made. A mold 
was taken of this model, and from this a 
cast of the object itself. 

This, of course, only refers to the back of 
the animal. A restoration and the making 
of a cast of the under side would be a mat- 
ter of some difficulty, and even with the 
most. favorably preserved specimens at 
hand would require months of labor and 
comparison. And after it was all done some 
cynic would be sure to ask what was the 
use of it all? But even the tireless scientist 
feels there are possible limits to the details 
he is called upon to work out, thongh he 
has both faith and evidence that his in- 
vestigations as a whole are of use and he!p 
materially to push the world of thought 
along. 

Some conception of the complexity of the 
organs on the under side of the body of 
these animals may be had if a living horse- 
shoe crab be studied. Its most remarkable 
feature is the presence about the mouth— 
which is centrally placed underneath the 
carapace—of singular appendages whose 
bases act as jaws and whose extremities 


are developed inte swimming paddies, walk- | 


ing feet and nipping claws. 

This anomalous armature must also have 
been present In somewhat similar develop- 
ment in the stylonurus. Hence the order, 
Memostomata, or thigh mouthed, tn which 
raturalists include the small but striking 
group of crustaceans represented only by 


the horseshoe or king crab among living and : 


by the stylonurus, the’ “seraphim, * eurypte- 
rus and others among extinct forms. As 
the sole survivor of a varied and powerful 
ancient ancestry a-giance at the horseshoe 
crab is hence all important to a conception 
of the habits and appearance of the fossil 
forms. 

The present distribution of the horseshoe 
crabs cannot be understood except on geo- 
logical grounds. The’ Atlantic coast form, 
Limulus Polyphemus, lives in the fat 
shores of Florida, Ca ol na and the Antilles, 
and is also quite common as far north as 
the New England coast. The Moluccan, or 
Pacific form, oecurs on the low shores of 
the. Moluccas, China, Japan and Ca!tfornia. 

These animals were not created separate. 
ly. and coyld not extend their habitat 
through an Arctic climate. The original 
species from which both forms were de- 
rived must, ccording to one view, therefore 
have occupied both oceans before the ele- 
vation of the Isthmus of Panama. This 
taking plare long since In pre-tertlary time, 
the two groups thus separated evolved by 
Slirht change in form and habit into the 
two living species. 

In life the horseshoe crabs are to outer 
appearances at least unintelligent and slow 
moving animals, which lazily creep over 
shallow muddy bottoms and subsist on ani- 
mal food, mainly on the seaworms, known 
as ‘“‘ringworms'’ or nereids. These crabs are 
nocturnal and do not é¢asily- endure direct 
suntight, though living out. of water for 
Several days if kept In a shady place. 

The American species carries its eggs 
about much as do the lobsters and craw- 
fish, while the Moluceay species gives its 
esgs no gare, laying them in the mud, a 
very distinct difference in habit which may 
have been acqutred since the elevation of 
the Isthmus of Panama.

If the stylonurus were to reappear, which 
is, by the way, contrary to all teaching, 
and be caught by fishermen ignorant of 
natural history, after a few exclamations 
of wonder, it would simply be classed as an 
enormous “shell fish.”’

James A. Seddon, a Civil Engineer Who Is on Vacation 
in St. Louis, Describes a Plan Worked Out by Him 
and. His Associates for Keeping the Mississ- 
ippi’s Channel Scoured Out to a Depth 
That Will Allow Sea-Going Ships 


AMES A. SEDDON, an engineer at the 
head of his profession, says he has 
solved the problem of running sea- 

through the Mississippl

Valley. 

Mr. Seddon has been a visitor in St. Louls 
the past week. His home is in Chicago. 
He ts here on vacation. 

Mr. Seddon would kill two birds with one 
stone. High waters ruin channels, If the 
Mississippi river did not go upon rampages 
it would be an easy matter for the river 
engineers to establish and maintain a deep 
waterway. 

There is always water enough to float 
ships of the greatest draught, but ft covers 
too much riverbed, and is consequently 
very shallow. So the Seddon plan its to 
stop the flood. By taking the flood out of 
the valley the rive ll be permitted to 
pursue its course ut bursting its 
banks and going upon raid from which 
{t returns with its channel gone and much 
work for the government engineers, if there 
is to be any navigation later in the year 
when the river shall be low. 

A few years of even a floodless flow will 
cause the river to establish by erosion 
a channel which sea-going vessels can 
navigate and which will almost take care 
of itself. 

This is the Seddon plan tn a nutshell. 

Mr. Seddon'’s scheme has recently been 
unfolded before the Illinois River Valley 
Association and the Western Soctety of En- 
gineers. If is a radical departure from all 
former plans of river work, and is remark- 
able for the reason that it contemplates 
abandonment of a work which has cost 
the engineering corps of the United States 
war department a quarter of a century of 
planning and working and has entailed to 
the United States treasury an expenditure 
of half a hundred miltions of dollars. Mr. 
Seddon wants to begin all over again’ He 
has no word of criticism for any of the 
men who have planned or have done or 
are doing any of the river work along old 
Yines. He says it was not to be expected 
that we should have solved these problems 
without expenditure of much money and 
time in experiment. 

The author of this plan fs thus fntroduced 
by the legislative committee of the Illinois 
River Valley Association:

If they did not traverse 
the route we must travel we should find it 
compulsory to cut a channel through the 
entire 1600 miles of conunent.

to Pass St. Louis. 


We began with the drainage canal, built 
by the Chicago Sanitary Board at its own 
expense. This canal was cut through the 
solid rock for a distance of 28 miles. It 
cost $33,000,000. There are still six miles of 
the Chicago river to be broadened and 
deepened, and this work, which is now be- 
ginning, will entail an additional expendi 
ture of $15,000,000. Chicago wiil bring the 
waterway from Lake Michigan to Lock- 
port. It will be deep enough for the biggest 
ships. The government must pick the work 
up at Lockport and carry it to the gulf. 
It would be unfair for me to pass at once 
to my own plan for the lower valley water- 
way without telling something of the plans 
of my fellow-engineers, who have to do 
with the valley above. 

From Lockport down to the Mississippl 
river the plans and estimates are givea 
by Mr. Cooley. Carrying the 25-foot chan- 
nel of the drainage canal over the six 
miles from Lockport to Lake Joliet will 
cost $8.000.0%. From there to Utica, the 
head of the alluvial reach in the Illinois 
river, tha present channels need not be 
dredged beyond the requirements of a 14- 
foot waterway, which {ts about the depth 
that the full flow from the Chicago drain- 
age canal will maintain {n the lower river. 

The plans for this work from Lake Joliet 
to Utica are a plain slack water system of 
river improvements and will cost $10,000,000. 
From there to the Miasissippi river over 
the 27 miles of the lower Illinois, it is 
simply a question of cutting once for all 
with the government’s new hydraulic 
dredges a deep channel which the flow of 
lake water will now maintain. 


Mr. Colley estimates the cost of this part 
of the improvement at $7,000,000. He calls 
particulary attention to the character of 
this lower Illinois river. With hardly one- 
thirtieth of the flow of the upper Missis- 
sippi or the Missouri, it yet had substan- 
tlally the same depths at low water. The 
Illinois is probably the lowest graded river 
in the world. For 200 miles it goes down the 
valley over an almost level bed. Before 
the Bridgeport pumps added to its vol- 
ume it had a flow of 800 cubic a second. 

The volume of the Mississippi above the 
Illinois is 30,000 cubic feet a second, and 
that of the Missouri above the Mississippi 
{is 25,000 .cubic feet. A comparison of these 
figures shows that the original Illinois river 
was less than one-thirtieth the volume of 
the Mississippi and less than one-twenty- 
fifth the volume of the Missouri. 

The volume of water which will flow iInto 
the Lilincis river from Lake Michigan when 
the itmprovement is complete will be 10 
times the low water volume of the original 
Illinois river. The deep channel to be 
dredged there will not only accommodate 
all this water and protect the lowlands 
along the river from overflow, but it will be 
easily maintained, for the Illinois river runs 
too evenly and slowly to disturb its chan- 
nel or to fill it with alluvial, least of all 
sand, which is too heavy for the easy-going 
Illinois river to carry. 


We have now brought the deep waterway 
down to the Mississippi River. Mr. Colley 
estimates that a 20-foot waterway, all com- 
plete and ready for ships between the Mis- 
sissippi and Lake Michigan, will cost $69,- 
000,000, Passing from the mouth of the 
Illinois on down the river we find a link 
of 180 miles which has not been studied 
to a satisfactory solution of the problem. 
Mr. Colley gives a provisional project a 
great dam and locks at Alton to hold up 
the deep water from there to Grafton and 
possibly a canal from Alton down to the 
Iilinois side of the river to a point just 
above the Merchants’ bridge. He does not 
believe it possible to cut a deep waterway 
through the Chain of Rocks and to main- 
tain a dep waterway at the mouth of the 
Missouri as cheaply as we could bulld and 
maintain a canal along the east shore of 
the river between St. Louis and a point 
just below Alton. Another of these dams 
is projected at Cairo, and it is 
that a middle dam of uncertain location 
may be determineg ‘upon as a necessity.

We are now come to the Lower Missis- 
sippi River, which is the scene of my plan. 
The Lower Mississippi has ben worked with 
for 20 years by the Government at a cost 
of almost $50,000,000, and neither the flood 
or the channel have been mastered. Il1 offer 
what I believe to be a solution to both 
problems. I do not do this in criticism of 
the men who have planned the work done 
on the river. Nothing is further from my 
mind. I have simply what I believe to be 
a better plan born out of our many years 
of experimental work. I plan to stop the 
flood and give the river an opportunity to 
pursue and deepen a beaten channel. iI 
would nd its wanderings—the annual 


bank-breakings that take the river out 


upon this subject for nothing. 


of its bed and fill its channel with every 
sort of alluvium the water carries. 

To accomplish this I would divert tho 
flood from the river bed. It is neither a dif- 
ficult nor impossible thing to do. A flood in 
the lower valley never comes without warn- 
ing. It can be foreseen even weeks before 
it arrives, and there are at the least many 
days in which to prepare for it. Floods in 
the lower river come from some or all of 
the rivers in the upper valley, and there is 
but one big flood in a year. My plan is to 
prepare for it. I-would turn {ft into the St. 
Francis basin instead of permitting it to go 
off down the Mississippi to break over lev- 
ees, ruining crops, flooding homes and de- 
stroving the channel of the river. 

The St. Francis basin reaches from Cairo 
down to Helena. It is on the west side of 
the river, and is about 200 miles long, and 
from 45 to 65 miles in width. .It is a pocket 
in the valley, singularly adapted to the use 
I would make of it. 

At the river bank it Is high, and from that 
point it falls away until it recedes to the 
low water level of the river. On the. west 
side it is bounded by high hills. At its up- 
per end it is shut off from the river by a 
high ridge. I would cut in this a runway 
through which the Mississippi could be 
turned at will. 

Back of this ridge I would build several 
strong dams which would hold the water itn 
pockets as it came in. These dams would 
rest one behind the other, and the water 
would run over into the second pocket as it 
overfiowed the first, and so on. The com- 
plete set of pockets would hold floods three 
times as large as any that have ever devas- 
tated the valley. 

Let us suppose that we have adapted the 
swamp lands of the St. Francis basin to this 
use. We see a fiood coming. The river 
guages hundreds of miles above us on sev- 
eral tributaries furnish the proof. The wa- 
ter at Cairo is 41 feet above low water mark. 
It is as much as we ought to admit to the 
bed of the Mississippi river. We open our 
safety valve in the ridge at the head of the 
St. Francis basin. All the water above 41 
feet will take the new route. 

The flood comes. It does not go down the 
Mississippi Valley at all, but is diverged to 
the St. Francis basin. The first pocket fills 
with water, and the second and third. By 
this time the basin has swallowed up the 
flood. We hold the water we have caught 
until the season of lower waters comes. 
Then we open the flood gates of the pockets 
and permit the water to run from the lower 
pocket into the Mississippi, to make its 
way to the gulf when it can can do no 
harm. 


And about the deep waterway: Once rid 
of the flood in the lower valley we can 
speedily have the deep channel as far up as 
Vicksburg at least. The river itself, left to 
traverse a beaten path, will cut out such a 
channel for itself. At any rate the hydraulic 
dredges, which are revolutionizing river 
dredging, will establish a channel that the 
river can always amintain. , 

Between Helena and Cairo I would make 
still another use of the St. Francis basin. 
1 would put locks in the dams which are 
to hold the water, and I would keep in there 
a series of deep lakes which the deep- 
draught vessels which could not navigate 
the river might use. 

There would be 200 miles of these lakes, 
and I estimate their cost at $32,000,000 for the 
dams and another $12,000,000 for the locks. 
This would ‘hot be more than the govern- 
ment has expended upon the lower river in 
the last 20 years, and it wou:d solve the 
problem of deep water and protection from 
floods for all time, 


Summing up, we estimate the aggregate 
cost of this 1600-mile and 20-foot waterway 
at from $150,000,000 to $200,000,000. It is an 
enormous undertaking, but we are seeking 
enormous results. There is a feeling all up 
and down the valley that this waterway 
is to come. The engineers are all of this 
mind, and I find the people along the river 
of a similiar opinion. Considering the de- 
velopment it would bring to the Mississippi 
Valley, it would be cheap at $200,000,000. The 
commerce of half the continent would pass 
through this waterway. Nothing can be 
more inllustrative of what the vessels of the 
waterway might do than to say that the 
lake freighters are carrying a ton of coal 
from Duluth to Buffalo for less money than 
we can shovel this same quantity of coal 
from a sidewalk into a cellar. 

These plans of ours are necessarily in ad- 
vance of any actual work beyond the con- 
struction of the Chicago drainage canal. 
But we shall now speedily get these things 
before Congress, and once the country is 
convinced that we have practical plans for 
the work the money will be forthcoming.

explain the fatality in terms of volts and 


amperes, and newspaper readers began to 
wonder what amperes and volts wére, and 
how they differed from ohms, watts and 

__@ther electrical units of which the men put 
@ho put up electrical bells and burglar 
‘glarms talk learnedly. 

A@ no scientist has ever yet succeeded tn 
‘explaining what electricity itself Is, 
it Is mot strange that the modes of 
‘electrical measurement have remained 
‘a sort of Chinese puzzle to the 
general public. Yet electrical unfts are 


not such difficult things to understand as 
far as electricity can be compared to steam, 
water and other familiar sources of power. 
Beyond this point where comparison ceases 
the 
Systems of measurement—they merely ac- 


electrical engineers do not explain 
cept them and work for practical results. 
When the condemned criminal takes his 
seat in the electric chair at Sing Sing, he 
does not usually speculate as to the amount 
of electricity which will enter his body or 
the terms in which it will be measured. He 
thinks only of the result—certain enough 
from the chair’s previous record. Yet if the 
victim happened to be of a scientific turn of 
mind, he might be considerably diverted in 
his last half hour on earth by an explana. 
tion of the scientific terms soon to appear in 
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the newspaper acounts of his execution. 

The death producing shock, he would be 
told, is 1700 volts. A normal man's death 
would be caused by 1000 volts, but the 700 
are added to leave no doubt of the effect- 
iveness of the work. 

Yet ft is not the volts of electricity, he 
would be told, which kill. 
the unit of the current which destroys life, 
and the volt merely stands for the force 
with which that current is impelled into the 
System. The ampere of electric current Is, 
the pistol ball; the volt of 
electromotive force is the powder which 
sends it on its deadly errand.

Hydraulic engineers illustrate the matter 
in another way. They compare the amj- 
pere of electrical current to the water which

The 
ampere of current resembles the steam 
which kceps the piston rod in motion, the 
volt of force stands in place of the pres- 
sure behind the steam, which is no less 
important a factor fn running the machin- 
ery at the other end of the belt. 

What friction is in producing steam pow- 
er, resistance is in electrictly. It is the 
amount of resistance which an object of- 
fers to the flow of electricity which deter- 
mines whether it is a good conductor of 
electricity. 

Alj electrical units take their names from 


famous scientists. To Dr. G. 8. Ohm a Ger- 


inan physicist, has been given the honor 
of having fundamental unit of electricity 
named after him. A column of mercury, 4t 
the temperature at which ice meits, stands 
in a Paris scientific institution. It repre- 
sents the ohm, the internationa! unit of re- 
sistance, and ite resistance to the electric 
current is the standard of electrical meas- 
urements throughout the world. 

As resistance is measured in ohms, current 
is measured in amperes. An ampere, ac- 
cording to an international agreement ‘/éf 
scientifiC men, is the amount of current 
which, when passed through a solution of 
nitrate of silver in water, will deposit @ 
certain quantity of silver per second. 

From the units of the ohm and the ampete 
the volt is derived. Voltage is electrical 
pressure, and a volt the force which, 
when applied to an object which offers a re- 
sistance of an ohm, will produce an ampere 
of current. 

In the St. Louls city lighting contract 
the watt is the only unit mentioned. The 
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city’s contract with the Seckner company 
provides that 480 watts of power shall be 
expended on each arc lamp. The watt ts 
the union of power and one watt is 
equal to the power furnished by an ampere 
of current backed by a volt of pressure and 
meeting an ohm of resistance. One horse 
power fs equal to 746 watts, 

Comparing electric power again to water 
power, the number of ampere flowing 
through a conductor is not diminished by 
the work done by the current, as the quan- 
tity of water Is not lessened by the work 
it does. The voltage is what is exhausted 
and has to be continually renewed, as does 
the pressure on the water in the pipe. 

The coulomb, a unit of quantity, the far-
